Experts warn of hoarding if 
the swine flu turns deadlier 


LO N D 0 N I An Ugly scramble is brewing over 
the swine flu vaccine — and when it becomes 
available, Britain, the United States and 
other nations could find that the contracts 
they signed with phar- 
maceutical companies 
are easily broken. 

Experts warn that 
during a global epidem- 
ic, which the world is in 
now, governments may 
be under tremendous 
pressure to protect their 
own citizens first before 
allowing companies to 
ship doses of vaccine 
out of the country. That 
does not bode well for 
many nations, includ- 
ing the United States, - - - 

which makes only 20 percent of the regu- 
lar flu vaccines it uses. 

Last week, the World Health Organiza- 
tion reported nearly 95,000 cases of swine 
flu, including 429 deaths worldwide. If swine 
flu turns deadlier in the winter, countries 
will likely be clamoring for any available 
vaccines, 

“Pandemic vaccine will be a valuable and 
scarce resource, like oil or food during a fam- 
ine,” said David Fidler, an Indiana Univer- 
sity professor who has consulted for WHO, 
“We’ve seen how countries behave in those 
situations, and it’s not encouraging,” (ap)

Conn, man at center

WASHINGTON | Frank Ricci, the 
white firefighter who recently won 
his reverse discrimination case at 
the Supreme Court, said Thurs- 
day that an unfavorable ruling by 
Sonia Sotomayor and other judges 
“divides people who don’t wish to 
be divided along racial lines.” 

Ricci and his firefighting col- 
league from New Haven, Conn., 
Lt. Ben Vargas denounced the 
appeals court ruling by Sotomayor 
and two other judges on the fed- 
eral appeals court in New York, 
But in testimony to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, neither man 
voiced opposition to Sotomayor’s 
confirmation as a Supreme Court 
justice. 

Ricci, Vargas and other fire- 
fighters sued New Haven after the 
city threw out the results of a pro- 
motion exam for lieutenants and 
captains after too few minorities 
did well on it.

WASHINGTON | NASA could put a 
man on the moon but didn’t have 
the sense to keep the original video 
of the live TV transmission. 

In an embarrassing acknowl- 
edgment, the space agency said 
Thursday that it must have erased 
the Apollo 11 footage years ago so 
that it could reuse the videotape. 

But now Hollywood is coming 
to the rescue.

SAN DIEGO I Thousands of jumbo 
flying squid — aggressive 5-foot- 
long sea monsters with razor-sharp 
beaks and toothy tentacles — have 
invaded the shallow waters off 
San Diego, spooking scuba divers 
and washing up dead on tourist- 
packed beaches.

U.N. OKs New N. Korea Sanctions 


Newest restrictions 
include travel bans, 
freeze on elites’ assets 

UNITED NATIONS I The U.N. 
imposed new sanctions Thurs- 
day against five North Korean 
officials, four companies and a 
state agency, and banned imports 
of two weapons-making materi- 
als, in a rare unified push by the 
world’s powers to thwart Pyong- 
yang’s nuclear ambitions. 

The sanctions, which take 


immediate effect and are to be 
carried out by all of the U.N.’s 192 
member nations, include travel 
bans and a freeze on the financial 
assets against the officials, com- 
panies and state agency. 

Nations also were instructed 
to refrain from supplying North 
Korea with certain types of graph- 
ite and para-aramid fiber — two 
of the materials used in ballistic 
missile parts.

PESHAWAR, PAKISTAN | Avctcran 
U.N. official due to retire soon was 
fatally shot along with a guard while 
resisting kidnappers Thursday at a 
northwest Pakistan refugee camp, 
the latest indication of the peril fac- 
ing humanitarian workers aiding 
those uprooted by army offensives 
against the Taliban. 

No one immediately claimed 
responsibility for the attack at 
Kacha Garhi, on the outskirts of 
Peshawar, but observers said it was 
likely the work of a criminal gang 
and not Taliban militants. 

The attack occurred around the 
time Adm. Mike Mullen, chairman 
of the US. Joint Chiefs of Staff, vis- 
ited a nearby camp as part of a trip 
to meet with Pakistani officials, (ap) 


BEIJING I China has bought a 
rebound in economic growth with 
a flood of government spending 
and bank loans, averting a surge 
in politically dangerous unem- 
ployment and fueling hopes that it 
might help lead a world recovery. 


The government’s announce- 
ment Thursday that second-quarter 
growth had grown by 73 percent 
from a year earlier boosted global 
financial markets, though Beijing 
cautioned that a full-fledged recov- 
ery is not firmly established. 


The economy grew by 6.1 per- 
cent in the first quarter, accord- 
ing to the National Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, and analysts said full-year 
growth should easily reach the gov- 
ernment’s 8 percent target. 

The increase highlighted the

Ahmadinejad shuns 
Clintons call for talks; 
nuclear chief resigns 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad railed 
against the U.S. in a speech Thurs- 
day, showing little indication of 
embracing Washington’s offer of 
engagement, a day after Secretary 
of State Hillary Clinton said time 
was running out.

India, Pakistan Pledge 
Joint Fight vs. Terror 


In Egypt, two leaders 
vow to bring Mumbai 
attackers to justice 

SHARM EL-SHEIK, EGYPT | Pakistan 
promised India on Thursday that it 
will do “eveiything in its power” to 
bring the Mumbai terror attackers 
to justice, a key demand by New 
Delhi to improve relations. 

The prime ministers of the two 
nuclear powers also agreed that 
action on terrorism should not be 
linked to their dialogue, the joint 
statement said, something that 
Islamabad has asked for. 

Subsequent comments from the 
Indian prime minister, though, 
threw doubt on whether those talks 


would resume anytime soon, 

Indian Prime Minister Manmo- 
han Singh and his Pakistani coun- 
terpart, Yousuf Raza Gilani, met on 
the sidelines of the Non-Aligned 
Summit in Sharm el-Sheik, after a 
freeze in their peace talks after an 
attack by alleged Pakistani gunmen 
on Mumbai that killed 166. 

“Prime Minister Singh reiterat- 
ed the need to bring the perpetra- 
tors of the Mumbai attacks to jus- 
tice. Prime Minister Gilani assured 
that Pakistan will do everything 
in their power in this regard,” the 
statement said.

JPMorgan Joins Winners’ Circie 


Like Goldman Sachs, 
bank is racking up 
profits in recession 

CHARLOTTE, N.C. I The banking 
industry has another winner, 

JPMorgan Chase & Co. report- 
ed a 36 percent jump in second- 
quarter profits Thursday, easily 
surpassing analysts’ forecasts as 
huge gains in its investment bank- 
ing business outweighed higher 
losses from bad loans. 

The results came two days 
after rival Goldman Sachs Group 
Inc. also posted surprisingly good 
results, solidifying the companies’ 
position as the strongest players in

the industry. Many other banks are 
still struggling to emerge from the 
worst of a credit crisis that peaked 


last fall as well as a recession that

and dominate the 

sector,” said Len 
Blum, managing 
partner at invest- 
ment bank West- 
wood Capital.

Investment 
banking profits more than tripled 
to $1.5 billion on higher underwrit- 
ing fees and gains in its bonds busi- 
ness, though some analysts said 
that was an unusual bump and 
unlikely to be sustained. 

Like Goldman Sachs, JPMor- 
gan is also seeing its investment 
banking business benefit from a 
smaller playing field. JPMorgan 
bought Bear Stearns Cos. at a fire 
sale price last year when the firm 
was on the brink of collapse, and 
Lehman Brothers later declared

Paulson defends his 
role in bank bailout 
during Hill testimony 

WAS H I N GTO N I Lawmakers accused 
former Treasury secretary Henry 
Paulson on Thursday of bending 
to the demands of a major bank 
and keeping negotiations of a hefty 
bailout secret in his rush to stabi-

with the deal despite Merrill’s 
mounting financial losses, 

Paulson said he warned Lewis 
that Lewis might lose his job if he

exhibit a “colossal lack of judg-

Paulson said he never told

Camp Survives Loss of Its Leader 


Self-esteem program 
for girls eontinues 
after founder s death 

Debra Soltis wasn’t supposed to 
run this summer’s GirlsUp camp.

no business getting in the way — 
no matter what their pedigree 
might be. 

But then Tom Watson starts 
talking about feeling something 
spiritual out on the links, and you 
start wondering. He calls the golf 
course “she,” like Turnberry is an 
eccentric old aunt, and says he feels 
a serenity when he is with her. 


On Thursday, he went out 
underneath a retro argyle sweat- 
er with a 16 -year- old as one of his 
playing partners and shot a 5-under 
65 that was as remarkable as it was 
improbable. It matched the score 
he posted in the final round on the 
same course in 1977 to beat Jack 
Nicklaus by a shot and win the clar- 
et jug trophy in what would live as 


the “Duel in the Sun.” 

The ease with which it came 
made a lot of his fans — and there 
are many in Britain, where his 
success has been great — want 
to believe. But win a sixth just 
nine months after undergoing 
hip surgery? Against a field that 
includes Tiger Woods and a host 
of 20-somethings who hit the ball 


long and far? Not likely. Not at an 
age when nerves fray quicker and 
muscles ache longer. 

So, how about it. Old Tom Wat- 
son? What if somehow, some way, 
it came true? “It would be amaz- 
ing,” Watson said.

no since 2006, but not much has 
changed for his old ballclub.

That may make up for the loss 
of Soriano, who has been sidelined 
multiple times due to injuries and is 
averaging 16 fewer home runs and 
23 fewer stolen bases with the Cubs 
than he did with the Nationals.

They hope to pass on the valu- 
able lessons they learned grow- 
ing up, like the one Vernon Davis 
taught his brother about how 
sometimes hard work can’t wait 
until the sun rises. 

“I did it because I cared,” said 
Vernon Davis about the early 
morning workouts. “I wanted to 
see him succeed, and I wanted to 
see him follow in my footsteps.”

FILM I Boy meets girl, boy loses 
girl, boy tries to win girl back: 
It’s a tale you’ve heard a million 
times before. But it’s told in such 
a relatable, inventive way in “(500) 
Days of Summer,” it almost feels 
like the first time. 

It is the first time for director 
Marc Webb, who puts his music 
video and commercial background 
to good use with stylish tactics 
that are lively — a cheeky dance 
sequence, perfect song choices, 
a clever use of split screen — but 
never feel gratuitous.

“(500) Days of Summer” allows 
Tom to regale us with memories 
of this life-altering romance — 
and because they’re his memories, 
told entirely from his perspective. 


they’re more than a little romanti- 
cized in both the highs and lows. 
But that’s part of the film’s charm: 
the spot-on observation that every- 
thing seems magnified when it’s 
happening to us. 

Why she turns suddenly cold 
is baffling to him, and to us; she 
told him at the start that she didn’t 
want anything serious, but it all 
seemed to be going so well. Then 
again, she’s meant to be an elu- 
sive concept. Like the season she’s 
named for, she clearly can’t stick 
around forever. 


Through every moment of jubi- 
lation and anxiety, Gordon-Levitt 
makes us feel for him; he’s still so 
appealing even when he’s miserable, 
you almost don’t want to see him 
succeed. You could imagine John 
Cusack playing this role 20 years 
ago: Gordon-Levitt has a similar 
ever 3 mian likability and determina- 
tion, but he’s just as adept at show- 
ing a deeper, more vulnerable side.

NODS I Tina Fey’s satire-rich sit- 
com “30 Rock” received a leading 
22 Emmy Award nominations 
Thursday, while the ’60s retro 
series “Mad Men” led the drama 
pack with 16 bids. 

The shows were honored last 
year as best comedy and drama, 
respectively, and have a chance to 
repeat the performance at Septem- 
ber’s awards. 

The TV movies “Grey Gardens,” 
with 17 nominations, and “Into the 
Storm,” with 14 nods, were among 
the front-runners. Chandra Wil- 


son of “Grey’s Anatomy” and Jim 
Parsons of “The Big Bang Theo- 
ry” helped make the announce- 
ment at the TV academy’s theater 
— and both proved to be among 
the lucky. 

The number of contenders in 
series and acting categories were 
expanded this year, which may 
have allowed room for some unex- 
pected bids, including a rare best- 
comedy series nomination for an 
animated series, “Family Guy.” 

The series fields are especially 
crowded, with seven contenders in 
both drama and comedy catego- 
ries. Joining “Mad Men” are fellow 
cable dramas “Big Love,” “Break- 
ing Bad,” “Damages” and “Dexter.” 
Two network dramas, “House” and 
“Lost,” also made the cut.

Cohen’s targets are too easy, and with 
stakes this low, his rauncy, puerile stunts 
are just that, nothing more, (ah) 

CHERI (R, 100 minutes) A radiant Michelle 


Pfeiffer is Lea, a courtesan well schooled 
in pleasure and the politics of the personal, 
who is approaching that point where she 
will age out of her profession (any par- 
allels to Hollywood are no doubt inten- 


tional). With Kathy Bates, playing Lea’s 
friend and colleague Madame Peloux, 
Pfeiffer wends her way through screen- 
writer Christopher Hampton’s insouciant 
banter with decadent assurance and an 
eye on the clock, which may be why Lea 
adopts as her project, and her lover, Cheri 
(Rupert Friend), Madame Peloux’sson and 
a candidate for early debauchery. What 
begins as a lark turns into love. And what 
began as a frothy period piece becomes 
a meditation on age, passion and the tyr- 
anny of the typical. Yet, the movie bogs 
down by going nowhere other than inside 
its characters, who are intensely passion- 
ate but of an era more curious than emo- 
tionally relevant. (JA) 

FOOD, INC. (PG, 94 minutes) This absorb- 
ing look behind the curtain of the cynical 
and often sickening workings of the mod- 
ern industrial food system does a superb 
job of making its case that our current 
food ways are drastically out of whack. 
Starting with the chicken and beef indus- 
tries, the filmmakers trace how fast-food 
culture created the corporate concentra- 
tion of agricultural production and the dis- 
appearance of the traditional family farm. 
With damning hidden-camera footage and 
interviews with such pioneering journalists 
as Eric Schlosser and Michael Pollan, the

largely hidden nexus of Big Meat. See the 
film after dinner, but see it. (ah) 

THE HANGOVER (R, 99 minutes) Two days 
before his wedding, Doug (Justin Bartha) 
and three guy friends (Bradley Cooper, Ed 
Helms, Zach Galifianakis) decide to enjoy 
one last hurrah in Las Vegas before Doug 
ties the knot. But almost as soon as they 
embark on that good night, all becomes 
oblivion. They don’t remember a thing. 
Who was the stripper leaving their hotel 
room early in the morning? How did that 
tiger end up in their bathroom? And what 
the heck happened to their missing friend 
Doug? Their only way out of this night- 
mare is to return from the proverbial fire 
back to the frying pan: the noble institu- 
tion of marriage. That’s what you call a 
real punch line, (dt) 

THE HURT LOCKER (R, 130 minutes) 
Kathryn Bigelow’s captivating, complete- 
ly immersive action thriller is set in Iraq in 
2004, but it transcends time and place, 
and in the process attains something uni- 
versal and enduring. Viewers are plunged 
into the disorienting world of the soldiers 
who disarm what Americans have come 
to know as lEDs, or roadside bombs, nei- 
ther of which term does full justice to 
the carnage they inflict. The men lead- 
ing the audience through those tense, 
tautly orchestrated encounters are the 
soldiers of Bravo Company. Spc. Owen 
Eldridge (Brian Geraghty) is the bespec- 


tacled nice guy. Anthony Mackie plays 
Sgt. J.T. Sanborn, possessed of the som- 
ber, watchful demeanor of a profession- 
al quietly observing protocol. The group’s 
leader is Staff Sgt. William James, an 
adrenaline junkie and alpha dog played 
in an astonishing breakout performance 
by Jeremy Renner, (ah) 

ICE AGE: DAWN OF THE DINOSAURS (PG, 
87 minutes) I like Scrat. You like Scrat. But 
no one likes the saber-toothed cartoon 
squirrel who made only brief appearanc- 
es in both of the first two “Ice Age” films 
enough to want to watch a whole movie 
about him. Nevertheless, there he is, pop- 
ping up every few minutes in the third and 
barely-more-than-middling-funny install- 
ment in the series of animated features 
about the prehistoric adventures of Manny 
(voice of Ray Romano), Diego (Denis Leary) 
and Sid (John Leguizamo), a woolly mam- 
moth, saber-toothed tiger and ground sloth 
stuck in a snow-bound world. Simon Pegg 
makes a nice acerbic addition to the cast 
as Buck, a one-eyed weasel who carries 
a sharpened dino tooth for a dagger and 
acts as a guide when our heroes discover 
a tropical world of dinosaurs under all that 
ice. But the movie feels manufactured, a 
product not of evolution — or even intel- 
ligent design — but of cynical, soulless 
opportunism, (mo) 

I LOVE YOU, BETH COOPER (PG-13, 101 
minutes) The story begins on gradua- 
tion day at Buffalo Grove High School, 
where one nerdtastic Denis Cooverman 
(Paul Rust) is delivering the valedictory 
address. After Denis declares his long- 
harbored love for blond “It Girl” Beth 
Cooper (Hayden Panettiere), he returns 
home with his token gay-ish friend (Jack 
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T. Carpenter) for a post-grad soiree. The 
boys’ night of raucous adventuring kicks 
off when Beth and her two girlfriends 
show up, with Beth’s truly terrifying boy- 
friend in hot, homicidal pursuit. It’s teen- 
movie business as usual: Girls are never 
intentionally funny, and the boy will get 
the hottie if he can (respectfully) con- 
vince her that she shouldn’t sleep with 
people who don’t respect her. Perhaps 
the best thing that can be said about this 
film is that the title is correctly punctuat- 
ed. RUTH MCCANN 

IMAGINE THAT (PG, 107 minutes) The film, 
in which Eddie Murphy plays a careerist 
investment banker redeemed by father- 
hood and fantasy, is a redemptive act for 
Murphy. Little Yara Shahidi is beautiful 
and natural as Murphy’s daughter, Olivia; 
Thomas Haden Church is inspired as an 
inspired character, Johnny Whitefeather, 
a faux mystic who parlays American Indian 
spirituality into snake-oil salesmanship. As 


he struggles to maintain clients, Murphy’s 
Evan Danielson discovers a quick path to 
happiness: In his daughter’s fantasy world 
there are princesses who can make win- 
ning stock predictions. Audiences will 
make do with a movie that takes a major 
step toward reasserting Murphy’s place 
as the comic heir not just to Richard Pryor, 
but to Groucho Marx. The return of Eddie 
Murphy? Imagine that. (JA) 

MOON (R, 97 minutes) The future, as 
depicted here, is familiar. Televisions are 
turned on and off by clapping. Sentient 
computers use emoticons to convey feel- 
ing. And big corporations cut corners at 
the expense of their employees. This is 
the reality of Sam Bell, an employee of 
Lunar Industries Ltd., which has sta- 
tioned him on the moon to oversee the 
mining of clean energy from moon rocks. 
He has been there for three years, beam- 
ing power back to Earth. There are only 
two weeks before Sam’s contract is up.

PUBLIC ENEMIES (R, 140 minutes) John 
Dillingerwas an ugly, ruthless son of a gun, 
so naturally, Johnny Depp plays him as a 
quiet, shifty rogue who robs banks with 
scissorhands instead of submachine 
guns. The FBI strikes back at Dillinger 
and his peers. Leading the manhunt is a 
rigid agent named Melvin Purvis, played 
by Christian Bale with an introversion even 
more pathological than Bruce Wayne’s. 
Depp’s Dillinger and Bale’s Purvis are nei- 
ther charming nor despicable, nor do they 
occupy that delicious gray area between 
the two. The movie’s faint pulse comes from 
French actress Marion Cotillard (“La Vie 
en Rose”), who plays Dillinger’s girlfriend, 
Billie Frechette.

As the lead hijacker of a subway train that 
left the Pelham station at 1:23 p.m., John 
Travolta is in high manic mode, seething 
and unpredictable, violent and charismatic.
